tions and leaves the tracks, destrucüon 
and death atlend it. The ship is made 
for deep wàter, and its danger is not so 
much froni its natural element as from the 
shores and shoals which mean wreck and 
min to it. So ít is with man. He was 
made to glorify God a'n d enjoy him for- 
ever. He cannol have peace of soni un- 
less he is fulfilling this end antl aim of his 
existence. He must be right wiih his 
Maker. He must be true to the laws of 
his being, or conflíct and turbulence arc 
inevitable. He who walks with God has 
that peace which passo l h all understand- 
ing, so great is the reach of its powerand 
influence. 

Peace is not stagnation. Stagnation is 
death. The stagnant bike orpool is dead 
water. The roar of Niagara is the roar of 
living water. Peace is not cessation from 
activity, bat it is the result of the right 
activity, The lightning .traín rocks and 
roars and shakes the earth as it bounds 
over the tracks, and yet its missíon is a 
mission of peace. Its only peace fails 
when tt leaves the tracks. The country 
that is living in peace is not a tlead coun- 
try. .On the contrary, the mani f estalions 
of life in it are most abundant. War 
means death and deslruetion. When war 
ceases, industry and com mercè become 
morè active and prosperi ty marks the 
rtiign of peace. 

The humaii race lias somehow got out 
of its orbit. The result is confusion in 
our heavens. We need to get into right 


rclations with the Sun of Righteousness. 
That means li ves uf peace and success, 
and the sure promise of unending bliss. 
Let the worldicome to Christ and get his 
peace. "Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you ; not as the worid 
givcth gíve 1 unto you." That gives in 
scanty mcasure ; Christ gives fully and 
unto perfectíon, so that if you have his 
peace you have his comfort. "Let not 
your heart be troubled, neilher let it be 
afraid ;" for this is the peace that triumphs 
over al! things, even over sin and death 
and heli.
